The Ark and Taber- 
nacle were the Tokens of that Covenant 
which God enter'd into with the 1/raclires. 
And that Covenant, which was alſo called 
the Teſtament, was the very ſame that was 
made with Mra ham. For he therein con- 
firmed, in their Favour, all the Promiſes 
which he had made to their Forefathers. 
He therein covenanted and agreed, to own 
and acknowledge them as his peculiar Peo- 
51 to ſettle and eſtabliſh them in the 

and of Canaan, and to ſhower down his 
choiceſt Bleſſings in Abundance upon them: 
And that promiſed Land was a Type, or 
Figure of Heaven, and the everlaſting Ha- 
bitations of the Righteous.

== greateſt Part of the Kings of Nrael 


were abominably wicked, and addict- 


ed to Idolatry. There were a conſiderable 
Number of the Kings of Judah like wiſe, who 
followed their evil Exantple ; whereupon 
Gov ſent ſeveral of his Prophets both to 
the one and the other, in Order to reclaim 
them, and bring them back again to his 
Service. All fach were called — 
as Gop had inſpir'd with his holy Spirit 
and to whom he had revealed the ſecret 
Purpoſes of his divine Will ; and that ever 

blefled 
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bleſſed Sirit, which ſpake by the Prophets, 
was the HoLY GHos r, the Lo b and Giver 
of Life. Thus Moſes, Samuel, David, and 
Solomon, were Prophets: But that Name was 
more peculiarly adapted to ſuch as led an 
auſtere and ſolitary Life, as was the conſtant 
Praftice of Multitudes, daring the Diviſion 
of the two Kingdoms. Of this ſacred Num- 
ber Elijah was the molt remarkable, who 
prevented the Rain from deſcending upon 
the Earth for three Years and a half ſucceſ- 
ſively ; and wrought many other ſurpriſing 
Miracles; who at laſt was ſnatcht up into 
Heaven in a fiery Chariot, and is ſtill li- 
ving. There were other Prophets whoſe 
ſacred Writings have been tranſmitted to 
us, ſuch as Haiah and Feremiah, who fore- 
told, that both Samaria and Feruſalem 
ſhould be deſtroyed ; but that the latter 
ſhould be rebuilt, and re-eſtabliſhed. To 
theſe Predictions they added many more 
concerning the Meſſiah, which pointed out 
the particular. Circumſtances of his Birth, 
Life, Sufferings, Death, Reſurrection, and 
coming in Glory to Jadge the World at the 
laſt Day. They declared, that Gor would 
enter into a new, and more compleat Cove- 
nant with his People than the old one, and 
that he would bring back all the Nations of 
the Earth to his Service once more, and 


cauſe them to renounce their Idols.

HE Kings of Vrael and Zudah re- 
garded not either the Reprimands, 
or Exhortations of the Prophets ; but per- 
fecuted, and deſtroy d moſt of them after a 
very barbarous and inhuman Manner: Gap, 
however, ſuffer'd them with Patience to go 
on in their Iniquities, and waited a long 
Time for their fincere Repentance ; but at 
laſt put bis Threatnings in Execution. The 
Kingdom of Samaria was deſtroy'd accord- 
ingly, and the ten Tribes were diſperſed, 
and obliged to fly for Refuge into remote 
Countries, from whence they never re- 


turned. Nebuchadnezear, King of *

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Jon afterwards deſtroy'd Feruſalem, ſet the 
Temple on Fire, and led the People into 
Captivity. ZBabyloa was at that Time the 
moſt flouriſhing City in the Uniyerſe, but 
over-run with Idolatry, Superſtition, and all 
Manner of Immorality and Prophaneneſs. 
The Fevs, however, notwithſtanding this 
general Depravity, perſevered in the Prac- 
tice of their Religion, and ſtrictly adhered 
to the Laws of Moſes. Moreover, at that 
Time there were fome Men amongſt them 
remarkable for their Sanctity, and in pats 
ticular the Prophet Daniel, who, though 
a Courtier and a prime Miniſter, led a 
blameleſs and holy Life; and Gop. Al- 
mighty was graciouſly pleaſed to reveal 
the moſt important Secrets to him. Sa- 
druch, Meſpach, and Abedyego, who had 
been brought up with him, and were his 
conſtant Companions, refuſed, with un- 
daunted Courage and Reſolution, to wor- 
ſhip a large golden Image which No. 
chadnezzar had ſet up, and were order'd 
thereupon to be caſt into a fiery Furnace; 
but the Lox D preſerved them, inſomach 
that the raging Flames had no Marmet of 
Influence over them.

Erod, one of the moſt abandon'd 
Wretches that ever lived, through 

the Favour and Protection of the Roman 
Emperors, uſurped the Kingdom of Judea. 
About his Time the Zervs were apprehen- 
ſive that Chriſt was to make his perſonal 
Appearance, according to the Prediction - 
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all the Prophets. However, there were 


carnal, as well as ſpiritual Zewws amongſt 
them; the former thought of nothing but 


ſenſual Enjoyments. T heir ſole View in 


the Service of Gop, was to procure tempo- 
ral Bleſſings, Corn, Wine, and Oyl in Abun- 
dance; large Herds of Cattle; numerous 
Flocks of Sheep; and immenſe Stores of 
Silver and Gold; and to live in Luxury 
and Eaſe with their Wives and Children. 


Their Fear of Gop proceeded from no 


other Principle than their ſecret Dread of 


Poverty, Diſeaſes, and Death. On the. 


other Hand, the © 7 hay Zews and TJ7rae- 
Iites indeed, ſerve 
of Love : 'They honour'd and rever'd him, 


on Account ot his Omnipotence, Omniſ- 


cience, and all his other Divine Perfecti- 
ons. They look'd upon themſelves only 
as Sojourners here below, and lived in 
Expectation of a future State of Bliss. 
Both the one and the other - waited with 
Impatience for the coming of the Meſ- 
fiah, though their Notion of the Manner 
in which he ſhould appear, was widely 
different. The carnal /s conſtrued all 
that the Prophets had ſpoken of him by 
Way of Allegory, in a.

richer Monarch than SHlomon; and that un-

Fragments, He reſtor'd to Lite the Daughter 
of Jairus; and raiſed -£a2arus from the 
Grave, after he had been buried four Days, 
In this Manner, and in the conſtant Practice 
of the moſt ſhining Virtues, did the bleſſed 
Jzsvs employ his whole Life. He was 
meek and lowly, affable and courteous, and 


endured with Patience the Stings of Penury,

The '$:Abes were the Jewiſh Doctors whole 
Ignorance and Impoſtures he ſet forth in the 
molt glaring Light. The Phhariſees were 


ſuch as pretended to a more ſtrict Obſer- 


vance of the Law, than any other Sect; but 
the greater Part of them were vile Hypo- 
crites, haughty and avaricious Men, who 
impoſed upon the Credulity of the Vulgar, 
by an external Shew and Colour of Religion.

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in the moſt barbarous and inhuman Manner. 
They ſtoned Srephen, who was one of the 
Seven Deacons appointed by the Apoſtles as 
Overſeers of the Church. He was the Pro- 
ro- Martyr, that is to ſay, the firſt who ſuf- 
fer'd Death for bearing Teſtimony to the 
Truth of the Doctrine of I Es us Chriſt. At 
that Time the Samaritans, who were a 
ſchiſmatical Sect of the Fexws, embraced the 
Word of Gov. Many of them were con- 
verted and baptized ; and the Apoſtles not 
only laid their Hands upon them, that they 


might receive the Divine Influence of the 


Holy Spirit, but likewiſe confirm'd them. 
The Gentiles ſoon afterwards began to enliſt 
themſelves under Chriſt's Banner. The firſt 
was a Noman Captain, Cornelius by Name, 
who already acknowledged the True Gov, 

ray d to him without ceaſing, and was a li- 
bd Benetactor to the Poor and Needy, 
Gov, by an Angel, directed him to ſend tor 
Peter, who, on his Part, was allo inform'd, 
by Divine Revelation, that he might, with- 
out the leaſt Apprehenſion of any 4 * 
attend the Meſſenger; and as ſoon as he a 
enter'd into the Houſe and began to ſpeak, 
Cornelius, and all that were with him, re- 
ceived the Holy Ghoſt, and the Gift of 
Tongues. Peter forthwith baptized them 
all; at which Time the Miſtery of the Vo- 
cation, or Call of the Gentiles began to be 
accompliſhed ; which ' conſiſts in this, that 
Gon of his infinite Goodneſs hath invited

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the Heathens to believe in, and be admitted 
into Chriſt's Favour, as well as the us ; 
and that they are ſubſtituted in the Place 
and Stead of the Zewws, who were obſtinate 
and impenitent Sinners. Jzsvs Chriſt, after 
his Aſcenſion, called Paul, who was his 
thirteenth Apoſtle, or ſecond Twelfth, after 
a very peculiar Manner, to labour more a- 
bundantly than any of the Reſt, in making 
Proſelites of the Gentiles.

T he Life of St. Matthew the Evangeliſt. 


88 Aint Matt heæv the Evange liſt, who 
as allo called Levi, was an He- 
D brew of the Hebrews, the Son of 
Alpheus and Mary, a Relation of 

the bleſſed Virgin, and probably 

was born either at, or near Capernaum. He 
was a Publican, and by Profeſſion a Collector 
of the Cuſtoms to the Rymans, an Office 
odious to the Zervs, on Account of the Co- 
vetouſneſs and Extortion of thoſe concern'd 
in the Direction. His particular Province 
com. 
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conſiſted in gathering the Duties on all 
Merchandize that came by the Sea of Ga- 
lileez. and receiving the Tribute which all 
Paſſengers paid who went by Water; for 
which Reaſon he had a commodious Office 
_ erected by the Sea Side. There it was that 
our Apoſtle was fitting, when our Saviour 
firſt called him to be his Diſciple, Notwith- 
ſtanding he was a rich and ſubſtantial Man, 
and eſtabliſhed in a very profitable Poſt, he 
readily obey'd his Maſter's Call, and choſe 
rather to attend on the H of Man who had 
not where to lay his Head, than to live a- 
mongſt his Relations in the fall Poſſeſſion 
of all ſenſual] Enjoyments. His Contempt 
of the World was not only conſpicuous from 
this. ludden Exchange to all outward Ap- 
pearance for the worſe ; but from his extra- 
ordinary Abſtemiouſneſs during the Remain- 
der of his Lite. He refuſed to indulge him- 
ſelf in any Fleſh-Meats whatfoever, and ſub- 
ſiſted wholly on Herbs, Roots, Seeds, and 
Berries. However, in Order to ęxpreſs the 
Veneration, and high Eſteem Beal for our 
Saviour, he made an elegant Entertainment 
for him and his Apoitles, and invited ſeve- 
ral of his Relations and Brother Officers at 
the ſame Time, with the pious View of 
their becoming Converts like himſelf, thro' 
the prevailing Influence of our Lo RD good 
Company aud Converſation. He continued 
with the Reſt of the Apoſtles till ſome Lime 


after our Saviour's Aſcenſion. He ſpent 
| eight 
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eight Years in preaching to the Jervs in Ju- 
dea, and the Parts adjacent ; but after that 
he travelled into Athiopia, that being the 
Province of his Apoſtolical Office by Allot- 
ment. There he preached the Goſpel of 
Chriſt with great Succeſs, and by working 
of Miracles, triumph'd over Error and Su- 

erſtition. He is thought to have ſuffer'd 
3388 at Naddaber in Mthiapia; but 
as to the Manner of his Death, and the Place 
of his Burial, Hiſtorians are not determined. 
He wrote his Goſpel during his Reſidence 
in Paleſti ne, about eight Years after our Sa- 
viour's Crucifixion, at the Requeſt of the 
Fewiſh Converts, and by the expreſs Orders 
of the Apoſtles, in which great Work he 
was aſſiſted by the Holy Ghoſt. Though tis 
thought he wrote it originally in the Hebrew 
Language for the Uſe of his Countrymen, 
yet it was ſoon afterwards tranſlated into 
Greek ; which Verſion was approved of by 
the Apoltles, and hath ever fince been re- 
ceived by the Church as genuine and aus 
thentic, -

caſion offer d. His firſt Miſſion was into 
Egypt; and for the moſt Part he reſided at 
Alexandria, and the Parts adjacent; where 
his Labours in the Miniſtry were attended 
with ſuch Succeſs, that he not only converted 
Multitudes of both Sexes to the Chriſtian 
Faith; but prevail'd on them to be exem- 
plarily ſtrict in the Practice and Profeſſion of 
$t. From thence he removed Weſtward into 
Zybia, travelling through Marmorica, Pen- 
tapolis, and the adjacent Countries; where 
notwithſtanding the Inhabitants were blindly 
devoted to Idolatry and Superſtition; yer by 
the prevailing Influence of his pious Diſcourt- 
es, and the Miracles which he wrought, he 
planted the Goſpel of Chriſt amongſt them, 
and confirm'd them in their moſt holy Religi- 
on. Having ſetled his Affairs there to his Sa- 
tisfaction, he return'd to Alexandria, where 
he employ'd his whole T'me in the Regu- 
lation and Diſcipline of the Church. But 
after he had refided there ſome Time, he 
met with a violent Oppoſition in the Exer- 
ciſe of his miniſterial Office; for abot * 
| the 
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the Inhabitants of the Place, being zealous 
for the Honour of their God Serapis, and 
incens'd at our Evangeliſt's Ayerfion to their 
idolatrous Practices, ruſh'd in upon him 
whilſt he was employ'd in the very Act of 
divine Worſhip ; and having bound his Feet 
with Cords, they dragg'd him along the 
Streets upon the Stones to a Place called 
Bucelus, tome ſmall Diſtance from the City; 
by which barbarous Treatment his Body was 
bruiſed and mangled to that Degree that he 


died of his Wounds. Not contented with 


this Act of 1 according td ſome 
Hiſtorians, they carried their Reſentment to 
aſtill higher Pitch, and burnt the Remain- 
der of his Body ; the Bones and Aſhes where- 
of were afterwards convey'd by ſome com- 

aſſionate Chriſtians to — and decent- 
* interr'd in the Church of St. Mark in that 
Republick, which is look'd upon as one of 
the moſt magnificent Structures in the World. 
He left no other Writings behind him but 
his Goſpel, which was compoſed at the re- 
peared Sollicit ations of the Feri//p Converts 
who reſided at Rome. However, he firſt 
ſubmitted what he had written to the Peru- 
{al of St. Peter. After it had received the 
Stamp of his great Maſter's Approbation, it 
was order'd to be read publickly in their 
moſt ſolemn Aſſemblies, and has ever ſince 
been receiv'd by the Church as canonical, 
and a valuable Supplement to the Goſpel 
ot St. Matthew, .

4. LESssON III. 
: The Life of St. Luke the Evangelt/, 


SAint Luke was born at Autioch, the richeſt 
and moſt populous City of all Sia, not 
only famous for its being one of the mot 
flouriſhing Academies in the World, and its 
eminent Profeſſors in all Arts and Sciences, 
but more ſo, on Account of this one pe— 
culiar Honour, that there our Saviour's Diſ- 
ciples were firſt call'd Chriſtians. Having 
been. educated from his Childhood in this 
Seat of polite Literature, and having viſited 
all the Aſian and Grecian Academies for his 
tur he: Improvement, he return'd to Auti- 
ch, and apply'd himſelf cloſely to the 
Study of Phyſick, in which he became a 
great Proficient. He practis'd Painting like- 
wiſe for his Amuſement, and was look d up- 
on as one of the greateſt Artiſts therein that 
that Age ever produc'd, Whether St. Lale 
10 8 Was 
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was one of the 70 Diſciples of Chriſt or not, 
cannot be determin'd, ſince the Scripture 18 
filent in that Particular, but 'tis the recety'd 
Opinion of the Antients, that he was convert- 
ed by St. Paul; fince 'tis certain that Apoſ- 
tle had a peculiar Value and Regard for him. 
And that after his Converſion they were con- 
ſtant Companions in all Perils and Dangers; 
and.Fellow-Labourers in the Miniſtry of the 
Goſpel for a long Time. However, parting at 
laſt from his dearly beloved Tutor and Maſ- 
ter, he traveIl'd into Egypt and ſeveral Parts 
of Lybia, where by his exemplary Life, and 
the 3 ot his Preaching, he converted 
Multitudes to the Chriſtian Faith, and took 
upon himſelf the Epiſcopal Charge of th z 
City of Thebais. As to the Time of his Death 
the Manner. of. it, the Antient Hiſtori- 

ans are not agreed; ſince ſome aſſert, that he. 
died in Eg ht, and others, in Greece; ſome 
in Bithyma, and others at Epheſus; ſome 
again affirm, that he died a natural Death ; 
and others, that a Band ot Infidels incens d at. 
the Succeſs of his Miniſtry, led him ta Exe- 
cution, and for Want of a Croſs hung him on 
an Olive-Tree. in the Eighty. fourth Year of 
his Age. After his Martyrdom, in Caſe it- 
was ſo, his Body was remov'd to Conſtanti- 
nople by the expreſs Order of. Canamine or. 
his Son Conftantinus,and interr'd in the great 
Church there, erected in Commemoration of. 
the Apoſtles. All the Writings which he lets. . 
behind, him, and which aze univerſally. ac- 
115 ; K 3 knows — 
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knowledg'd to be canonical, are his Goſpel, 
and his Hiſtory of the Acts of the Apoſtles : 
The former, ſaid to be written when he was 
at Achaia with Paul, who 1s ſuppoſed by 
ſome to have had a confiderable Hand in it, 
about the Year of Chriſt fifty-ſix; and the 
other, when he was at Rome with Pau in 
his firſt Impriſonment, Both were written 
originally in the Greek Language, and by

The Life of S. John the Evangeliſt: 


S John the Evangeliſt, was by Birth a 
Galilean, the Son of Zebedee and Salome, 
and.the younger Brother of St. Zames the 
Great, under whom he exerciſed the Trade 
or Profeſſion of a-Fiſherman. He was called 
to he a Diſciple and an Apoſtle of our bleſſed 
Saviour, betore he was thirty Years of Age.. 
He and his Brother James, who was like- 
wiſe called to the Dignity of the Apoſtolate: 
at the ſame Time, were afterwards ſtiled 
Boanerges,.or Sons of Thunder. St. Juhn, 
in particular, is {aid to be the Diſciple whom 
„ loyed:;; his peculiar Favourite, who 
ay his Head in his Maſter's Boſom, at the 
Adminiſtration of his laſt Supper; and to 
whoſe peculiar Care and Conduct our Lox D

2 in Purſuance of the Truſt re- 
poſed in him, ſhew'd her all the Teſtimo- 
nies of the profoundeſt Veneration and Re- 
ſpect; and after the Death of her Husband 
Yſeph, gave her all the Accommodations 
his Houſe afforded. He contracted a more 
intimate Acquaintance with St. Peter than 
any other of the Apoſtles, and was the firſt 
that gave him Notice of our Saviour's Ap- 
pearance after his Reſurrection. He like- 
wile entertained him at his Houſe in eru- 
ſalem till the Death of the bleſſed Virgin, 
which happened, according to Euſebius, in 
the Year of our Log p forty-eight. Some 
i rme after, he took his Journey into , 
that being his peculiar Province by Allot- 
ment. He founded the Churches of Smyrna, 
T hyatira, Pergamus, Sardis, Philadelphia, 
Laodicea, &c.; his principal Place of Reſi- 
dence, however, was Epheſus, whereof he 
was Biſhop ; though St. Paul had planted a 
Church there long before, and conſtituted 
Timothy Biſhop thereof. Soon after he had 
ſetled Affairs to his Satisfaction in Aſia Mi- 
nor, tis ſuppoſed that he removed from 
thence more Eaſtwards, and preached the 
Goſpel amongſt the Parthians, to whom, 
as ſome imagine, his firſt Epiſtle was anti- 
ently inſcribed. After ſome Years thus em- 
2 in his Apoſtolical Function, the Per- 
ecution of the cruel Domitian came on, 
wherein ſo eminent a Miniſter of Chriſts 
Goſpel as St. 7% n, could not fail of _ 


a Sut- 
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a Sufferer. He was according repreſent- 
ed to the Emperor, as a profeis'd Atheiſt, 
and a publick Cubverter of the eſtabliſhed 
Religion of the Empire. Whereupon, by 
his Imperial Orders, the Proconſul of Alia 
ſent him bound to Rome, where he met 
with the moſt barbarous and inhuman Treat- 
ment. He was cat into a Cauldron of boil- 
ing or burning Oy], but was as miraculouſly 
delivered by Divine Providence, from that 
feemingly inevitable Ruin, as Shadrach, 
Meſfpach, and Mednego had been long be- 
fore, from the Flames of a Fiery Furnace, 
The ſtupid and obdurate Domirian, regard- 
leſs ot the Mirasle, ſtill perſecuted this holy 
Man, and baniſhed him into the Iſle of Par- 
mos in the a where he inſtructed 
the Inhabitants for many Years together, in 
the Grounds and Principles of the Chriſtian 
Religion; and where, towards the latter 
End of his Reign, he wrote his 4pocalypſe 
or Revelations. Soon after the Emperor's 
Death, Cocceius Nerva. his Succeſſor, by a 
ſpecial Edict, recall'd him and ſeveral others 
from their State of Exile. Whereupon he 
returned to Aa, and fixed his Reſidence 
again at Epheſus. Timothy the former Biſhop 
of that Place being martyr'd, for preaching 
againſt the Lewdneſs and Idolatry of thoſe 
Pagan Feſtivals which were then obſerved 
amongſt them, St. %u took upon him (in 
Conjunction with ſome other eminent Di- 
vines) the Government or Biſhoprick of that 
Dioce ſe, 
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Dioceſe, and erccted ſeveral Oratories or 
Churches within 1 | uri{diction. At the Re- 
queſt of the {ian biſhops he wrote his Goſ= 
vel there, about the Year of our LoR De» 
when he was near 100 Years old. He live 
till the Beginning of the Reign of the Empe- 
ror Trajan, and was, according to St. Chry- 
ſoſtom, about 120 Years of Age when he died. 
Some are of Opinion, that he died a Martyr 
others, that he never died at all ; but was 
tranſlated, as Enoch and Elias were of old. 
Beſides his Goſpel and Revelations, he wrote 
three Epiſtles, one already taken Notice of

T he Life of C. Peter, 


Imon, otherwiſe called Perer, was born 

at Bethſaida, a City of Galilee, ſituate 

on the Banks of the Lake of G-nne/avers : 
He was the Son of 70a}, a poor illiterate 
Fiſherman of that Place, and the Brother of 
St. Andrew. At his Circumciſion he receiv- 
ed the Name of Simon or Simeon; to which 
our Saviour afterwards added that of Cas, 
2 Syriac Term, which ſignifies a Rock or 
L 2 Stone ; 
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Stone ; and from this laſt Peter became his 
moſt uſual Name; whereby our Saviour 
ſeem'd to allude to the Firmneſs of Peter's 
Faith, and his indefatigable Labours in the 
Eſtabliſhment of the Church. He was inur'd 
to Hard ſhips from his Infancy, and before his 
Call to the Apoſtleſhip, followed the ſame 
mean and laborious Profeſſion as his Father 
did before him. Aydreww his Brother, being 
firſt acquainted with our bleſſed Saviour, in- 
troduc'd him into his Company and Ggnver- 
lation. However, neither he nor his Bro- 
ther were commanded by C/;i/? to follow 
him at that Time; nor were they made 
Let of Alen, till they were Eye-Witnel- 
es of the Miracle Which he wrought of a 
great Draught of Fiſhes. In his firft Sermon 
after the Deſcent of the Holy Ghoſt, he con- 
verted, as we have before obſerved, about 
three thouſand Souls. Some Time after, he 
puniſhed Ananuias and Sapphire with imme- 
diate Death for their ameful Covetouſneſs, 
and their Aggravation thereof, by lying to 
the Holy Ghoſt. His firſt Miſſion was into 
Samaria, in Order to viſit and confirm thoſe 


Chriſtians who had been converted there by 


Philip the Deacon; and to communicate to 
them the Gift of the Holy GHeſt, by the Im- 
poſition of Hands. Simon Magus, a Sorce- 
rer, being very deſirous of having that di- 
vine Favour conferred on himſelf, pre ſump- 
tuouſly offered to treat with the Apoſtles 
about the Purchaſe of it; but was ehe

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by Peter with the utmoſt Diſdain, and diſ- 
miſs'd with this ſevere W T hy

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all the liberal Arts and Sciences flouriſhed : 
He was a ee by Extraction, and of the 
Tribe of Benjamin. After he had laid the 
Foundation of human Learning in the Schools 
erected there for that Purpoſe, his Parents 
tent him to Zeruſabem, in Order to have him 
brought up to the Study of the Lace, at the 
Feet of Gamaliel; in which Science he be- 
came in a ſhort Time a diſtinguiſh'd Profici- 
ent. However, they cauſed him to be in- 
ſtructed like wiſe in the mechanical Profeſſion 
of a Tent-Maker, in Compliance with their 
Zvifh Proverb, That he who teacheth not 
his $:n a Trade, teacheth him to bea Thie; 
the Intention whereof was to recommend In- 
duſtry, and ſecure their Children a Subſiſt- 
ence in Caſe of unforeſeen Misfortunes. As 
to his Principles, before his Converſion, he 
was a Phariſee, the ſtricteſt Sect of all thoſe 
who profeſs the Zewiſh Religion; and as he 
was of a ſanguine Conſtitution, he zealouſly 
oppoſed all ſuch as were looked upon to be 
Enemies to the Aſoſa;c Oeconomy. Accord- 
ingly he perſecuted with the utmoſt Rigour 
all who profeſſed the Chriſtian Religion at 
Feruſalem ; and proeur'd a Connflouto 


impriſon all the Diſciples of our Savich that | 


he could find in Damaſcus : However, a 
was on his Journey for that Purpoſe, on a 
ſudden there ſhined round about him a Light 
from Heaven, above the Brightneſs of the 
Sun ; which ſtruck him with ſuch Horror and 
Amazement, that he and his Companions fell 
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to the Ground: In the mean 'I'tme us Heard 
a Voice ſaying to him, Saul, Saul, per- 
ſecuteſt thou me? To which he anſwered, 
Lok D, who art thou ? who inform'd him, 
That he was JES us whom he perſecuted ; 
and that it would be for his everlaſting Ad- 
vantage not to diſobey the Commands that 
ſhould be then given him. Accordingly, he 
became obedient to the heavenly Viſion, the 
Luſtre whereof had ſtruck him blind for three 
Days; and upon this Converſion and Diſco- 
very of CHyiſt, he required to know his Will 
and Pleaſure, and inſtantly follow'd his divine 
Directions. After he had faſted three Days, 
by Way of Humiliation, for thoſe Oatrages 
he had committed againſt the Church of 
Chriſt, he was admitted a Member thereof 
by Auanias, one of the ſeventy Diſciples, 
who baptized him, and laying his Hands on 
him, reſtor'd his Sight, and conferr'd on him 
the Gift of the Holy Ghoſt. As a Demon- 
{tration of the Sincerity of his Converſion, 
he preached that very Ft svs whom he be- 
fore had perſecuted, and prov'd; to the A. 
mazement of the Zewws at Damaſc us, that 
Chniſt was the Meſſiah, the Son of Gov. 
He Was more indefatigable than any of the 
Apoſtles, the Sphere of his Miniſtry being 
much more extenſi ve: He travell'd as it were 
all over the Roman Empire; from 7eruſa- 
Jem thro' Arabia, Aſia, Greece, and ſo round 
about to Hlyricum, Rome, and even to the 
utmoſt Bounds of the Weſtern World, preach- 


ing 
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ing the glad Tydings of the Go/pel where- 


ever he came with undaunted Courage and 
Reſolution. Notwithſtanding he was fre- 
quently ſcourged and impriſon'd, and even 
brought to the Confines of Death both by 
Sea and Land, yet he perſever'd for the Space 
of 35 Years together, in the good Fight of 
Faith till he had finiſh'd his Courſe. Being 
at Rome, and joyning with St. Peter in pro- 
curing the Fall of Sn Magus, he incurr'd 
the Diſpleaſure of the Tyrant Nero, by whoſe 
Order U was beheaded, in the 68th Year of 
his Age. He left behind him 14 Epiſtles, 
which contributed very much towards con- 
firming the Churches of Chriſt at firſt, and 
has been highly ſerviceable ever ſince to the

LESSON VII. 
The Liſe of &. Andrew. 


Aint Andrew, as before mentioned, was 

the Brother of Peter, and Son of Yanar 
a Fiſherman, He was born at Her /aida in 
Galilee, and followed the fame Profeſſion 
as his Father did before him. He was 2 
Diſciple of St. 70/1 the Baptiſt 5; by whole 
Means he became acquainted with our bleſ- 
{ed Saviour. He and his Brother & mos being 
ſome Time afterwards Eye-Witneſſes of the 
Miracle which FLEE wrought of a great 
Draught of Piſhes, were ſufficiently con- 
vinced of his Divinity, and from that Time 
became his conſtant and inſeparable Diſct- 
ples. After our Loa Þ's Aſcenſion, St. An- 
drew travelled into $,yth44 and the Parts 
adjacent, as being thought the Province pe-- 
culiarly allotted to him, and by his indefati- 
gable ours there, made many Proſelites 
to the Chriſtian Religion. Towards the lat- 
ter End of his Life he remov'd to Patræ in 
Achaia, where he confirmed the Truth of 
his Doctrine by ſuffering Martyrdom under 
Ageas the Proconſul of that Place, who 
commanded him to be firſt ſevere ly ſcourg d, 
and then faſten'd to a Croſs with Cords, and 
not Nails, in Order that his Death might be 

: M 2 the 
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the more lingring and painful, When he 
was led to his Execution, he ſhewed a per- 
fect Calm and Serenity of Mind; and when 
he drew near to the Inſtrument of his Mar- 
tyrdom, which was in the Form of an X, 
and from thence called St. 4ndrew's Croſs, 
he ſaluted it with a formal Addreſs, and 
embraced it with Joy and Triumph. He 
hung thereon for two Days ſucceſſively, and 
exhorted the numerous Spectators that fur- 
rounded him all that Time, to Conſtancy and 
Perſeverance in the Chriſtian Faith. At laſt, 
when the Proconſul could by no Importuni- 
ties be prevailed on to ſpare his Like, he 

ray'd to the Lok Y that he might depart in 
3 and ſeal the Truth of thoſe Doctrines 
which he had preach'd, with his Blood; and 
accordingly he gave up the Ghoſt. After 
he was taken down from the Croſs, his Body 
was embalmed, and decently interred by 
Maximilla, a Lady of great Fortune and 
Diſtinction. Afterwards Conſtantine the 
Great remov'd the Corpſe to a great Church 
at Conſtauti nople, which he had erected there 
in Commemoration of the Apoſtles.

Aint ames, who was firnam'd the Great, 
(either on Account of his Superiority of 
Age with Reſpect to the other St. Zames, or 
by Reaſon of ſome peculiar Acts of Indul- 
gence ſhewn him by our bleſſed Saviour) 
was born, as ſome imagine, at Capernaum, 
and according to others, at Beth/aida 5”

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Flee. He was the Son of Zebedee, a Fiſher- 
man by Profeſſion, of conſiderable Repute 
in thoſe Parts, keeping ſeveral Servants 
under him for that particular Employment, 
He had the Honour to be related, though at 
fome Diſtance, to our blefled Saviour, his 
Mother Salome being Couſin-German to the 
Virgin Mary. As he and his Brother 7h 
were fiſhing in the Sea of Galilee, Ix sus 
accidentally paſs'd along the Shoar, and ſee- 
ing them intent on mending their Nets, 
commanded both of them to follow him, 
and become his Diſciples. They inſtantly 
obey'd his Call, and left their aged Father 
behind them without the leaſt Reluctance 
or Excuſe. In Proceſs of Time they be- 
came ſuch warm and zealous Ad vocates of 
the Chriſtian Cauſe, that they received from 
their Lox y and Maſter the new Name of 
Boanerges, that is to ſay, the Sons of Thus 
der. However, at the ſame Time he re- 
buked them on Account of the inordinate 
Heat of their Diſpofitions, as being repug- 
nant to the mild and gentle Nature of the 
Gofpel Diſpenſation. He likewiſe took an 
Opportunity at another Time of checking 
their Ambition, when he found they bad 
urged their Mother Salome to petition for 
their Promotion to the higheſt Poſts of Ho- 
nour in his Service. St. Zames, after our 
Saviour's Aſcenſion, preached the Goſpel in 
Fudea, and the Parts adjacent, that ſeeming 
to be his peculiar Proyince by Allotmenr.. 
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At the latter End of his Life he exerciſed 
his Apoſtolical Function at Feruſalem ; but 
Herod, Son of Ariſtobulus, and Grandſon of 
Herod the Great, on his firſt Acceſſion to 
the Government of that City, being wil- 
ling to gratify the Populace, who deteſted 
St. 74mes, and the Religion he publick] 

profeſſed, cauſed him to be apprehended, 
and upon the falſe Accuſation of one Evi- 
dence only, order'd him to be tkrown into 
Priſon, and be beheaded ; by which Means 
he became the firſt Apoſtle who dy'd a Mar- 
tyr for bearing Teftimony to the Truth, 
Having ſhewn an unſhaken Conftancy and 
Reſolution at his Trial, the Witneſs, by 
whoſe Means he was convicted, conſcious of 
the Priſoner's Innocence, and his own Per- 
fidiouſneſs, fell proſtrate at his Feet, and 
with Tears in his Eyes petitioned for For- 
giveneſs. 'The holy Man, though ſtartled 
2 little at his unexpected Sorrow and Con- 
trition, raiſed him up, and with a tender 
Embrace, ſaid, Peace be unto thee ; where- 
upon the Penitent, tranſported with Joy, 
boldly profefled himſelf a Chriſtian before 
the whole Court. Sentence of Death was 
immediately paſs'd upon him for making 
that open Declaration, and both. of them 
were accordingly beheaded at the fame

The Life of St. Philip. 


8 Philip was born at Berhſaida in Ga- 
lilee, a Town ſituate near the Sea of Ti- 
berias. Who his Parents were, or what Em- 
loyment he principally purſu'd, can't juſtly 
— ſince the Goſpel is ſilent in 
both theſe Particulars; tis generally conjec- 
tured, however, that he was a Fiſherman by 
Profeſſion, as moſt of the Inhabitants of that 
Place were. He had the peculiar Privilege 
of being firſt called by our Saviour to the 
Office or Dignity of the Apoſtolate ; with 
which Command he readily complied, not- 
withſtanding he had ſeen no Miracle to con- 
vince him that J Es us was the expected Ae 
ſiah. What Part of the World fell by Allot- 
ment to the Care and Government of this 
Apoſtle, we have no very certain or authen- 
tic Account; but tis a very probable * 2 
ture, that Upper Aſia was his peculiar Pro- 
vince, There, as we are inform'd, he was 
indefatigable in the Propagation of the Goſ- 
pel; and by the Power of his Preaching, and 
the Miracles he wrought, prevailed on a 
great Number of the Inhabitants to become 
Converts to the Chriſtian Faith. Towards 
the latter End of his Lite, he mm

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thence to Hierapolis, a rich and populous 
City of mary ia; where the Natives were J 7; 
fo ſtupid, and ſunk ſo far into Idolatry, as to 1 f 
pay divine Adoration to a Serpent or Dragon iſ 
of a prodigious Bigneſs: St, Philip, how- MW R 
ever, by his ardent Prayers to Heaven on 
that Occaſion, either accompliſhing the total I tl 
Deſtruction of that famous Idol, or at leaſt 
' procuring its abſolute Diſappearance, con- 7} 
vinced great Numbers of the Sin and Folly 
of their blind and ſuperſtitious Worſhip, and 
prevailed on them, by his pious Diſcourles, 
to embrace his Doctrines. The Magiſtrates 
of Hicrapolis were incens'd to the laſt De- 
gtree at the Succeſs Chriſtianity met with 
amonglt the People; and in Order to puta n 
Stop to the Progreſs of it, determin'd to put 
Philip to death. As a preliminary Puniſh- 7. 
ment, they cauſed him to be ſeverely ſcourg- 
ed; and to compleat their Reſentment, ei- + 
ther crucify'd him immediately afterwards; W 7;

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Some conjecture that he was the Son of Tol - 
mai, and a Fiſherman by Profeſſion ; others, 
however, differ from that Opinion, and aſ- 
ſert, that he was a learned Doctor of the 
Moſaic Law. Whoever his Parents were, 
whatever the Place of his Nativity or Employ- 
ment might poſſibly be, he was A 
allowed to be a Perſon of a very fair and un- 
ſpotted Character. Our Saviour himſelf ho- 
noured him at firſt Sight with the Appella- 
tion of an ¶raęlite indeed, in whomthere Was 
10 Guile. The Province which fell to this 
Apoſtle by Allotment, was that Part of Ind 
which lies the neareſt to Mia. He travell'd 
thither accordingly, and met with great Sue- 
ceſs in his Apoſtolical Office. After he had 
ſettled Affairs there to his Satisfaction, he 
returned to the northern and weſtern Parts ot 
Aſia, and reſided for ſome Time at Mera- 
polis, where he was indefatigable in teaching 
and confirming the Inhabitants in the Doc- 
trines of the Goſpel.

QAint Thomas, call'd likewiſe Didymus, 

the Signification of which Names is a 
Twin, was a Zeww, and probably a Galilean

ther. Notwithſtanding his being honour'd 
with the Dignity or Office of the Apoſtleſhip, 
and his inviolable Fidelity and Adherence to 
our bleſſed Saviour in his Life-Time ; an evi- 
dent Teſtimony whereof he gave in his Rea- 
dineſs to accompany him into Zudea, to raiſe 
Lazarus from the Dead, when all the other 
Apoſtles diſſuaded him from that Journey, for 
Fear of being ſton d; yet, after his Death, uo 
Teſtimony of his 1 would ſatiſ- 
iy him but ocular and manual Demonſtration. 
When the reſt of the Apoſtles aflur'd him that 
they had actually ſeen him alive again, he 
could not be prevailed on to give Credit to 
their Aſſertion, but declar'd, That unleſs he 
ſhould ſee in his Hands the Print of the Nail 
and thruſt his Hand into his Side, he woul 
not believe. Our bleſſed Lo x o, in Order to 
convince him of his Infidelity, took Compaſ- 
fion on his Weakneſs, and appear d to his 
Diſciples again when. St. Thomas was with 
them, and gave him the Demonſtration he 
required. The Apoſtle, convinc'd of his Ex- 
ror, immediately acknowledg' d his Omni- 
nce. Whereupon our Saviour told him, 
e did well to believe upon ſuch an in- 
conteſtable Proof; but that it was a more 
laudable Act of Faith to acquieſce in a rati- 
onal Evidence, ſuch: as might fatisfy a wiſe 
and ſober Man, without the additional Teſ- 
tlmony ot his own. Senſes. The Province 
which fell to his Share for * 
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his Apoſtolical Function, was Parthia: 
There he preach'd the Glad Tidings of the 
Goſpel to the Medes, Perſians, Carmani- 
ans, Hyrcani, and Baftrians. Some of 
the Antient Writers aſſure us, that he met 
with the very Magi who brought their Ob- 
lations to our Saviour at the Time of his Na- 
tivity, and that they were very ſerviceable to 
him in the Propagation of the Goſpel.

Whereupon the Brachmans, conſcious 
that the Progreſs which Chriſtianity made 
thro” his Means, would prove prejudicial if 
not deſtructive to their Prade, determin'd, 
the firſt Opportunity that offer d, to take away 
his Lite, Kevordingly, as our Apoſtle ſome 
few Days afterwards retir'd without the City 
of MaJopur, in Order to ſpend ſome Time 
in his private Devotions, they fell upon him 
with a Body of armed Men; who firſt loaded 
Him with a Shower of Darts and Stones, and 
at laſt one of the Gang, in Order to give a 
finiſhingStroke to their Villany, run him thro!

led in ſacred Hiſtory the Brother of our 


Lok b 
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Lok» ]Jxsvs Chriſt, tho' he was only the Son 
of Zoſeph by his firſt Wife E/cha. As to the 
Place of his Nativity, or his particular Pro- 
feſſion, there is no mention made of either 
in the Holy Scriptures. The Title or Name 
of James the Leſs was given him, either on 
Account of his low Stature, to diſtinguiſh 
him from the other St. Zames, who was a tall- 
er and more bulky Man ; or elſe on Account 
of his being the younger Brother. Our A- 

ſtle having ſolemnly ſworn, that from the 

ime he had drank of the Cup at the Inſtitu- 
tion of the Sacrament he would eat Bread no 
more till he ſaw the Lox Þ riſen from the 
Dead ; our blefled Lox D appear'd to him 
in particular, after his — and ſaid 
to him, Bring hither Bread and a Table: 
and he took the Bread and bleſſed and brake 
it and gave it to our Apoſtle, ſaying, Eat 
thy Bread, my Brother, for the Son of Man 
is riſen from among them that ſleep. Soon 
after which he was choſen Biſhop of Zeru/2- 
Jem, by the unanimous Conſent of all the 
Apoſtles, as a Teſtimony of their peculiar 
Veneration for him; he being ſo near a Re- 
lation of our Saviour. He was of a very mee! 
and lowly Diſpoſition: Notwithſtanding the 
Dignity of his Station and his Conſanguinity 
to our bleſſed Lo R p, he only ſtiled himſelt 
in the Inſcription to his Epiſtle the Servant 
of the LoR D JESUS. He was fo er 
that he grew pale with faſting; he abſtain'd 


not only from all Manner of Fleſh-Meats, 
| Wine, 
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Wine, and all ſtrong Liquors, but deny'd him. 
ſelf the innocent Retfreſhment of the Bath. 
Prayer was his principal e and 
Delight, and by the prevailing Power of it, 
he obtain'd a refreſhing Shower of Rain in a 
general Drought. The more circumſpect 


and indefatigable he was in the Adminiſtra- 
tion of his Apoſtolical Function, and the more 


Succeſs he met with in the Propagation of 


the Goſpel, the more inveterate were his 
Enemies againſt him, and the more reſolute 
to deſtroy hum. A Council was according] 
call'd by Ananus the Younger, then Hi 
Prieft, who was of the cruel Sect of the Sad- 
ducees, before whom our Apoſtle, among(t 
others, was charg'd with being a Blaſphemer 


and a Tranſgreſſor of the Law. However, 


the Hribes and Phariſees, who were perfect 
Maſters of the Art of Diſſimulation, not think- 
ing it adviſeable at that Time to proceed 


with open Violence againſt him, for Fear of 


the People, amongſt whom there were ma- 
ny Converts, -endeavour'd by diſſembling 
Speeches, and Acts of Courte ſy and Complai- 
lance, to engage him to draw off the People 
from the falſe Notions they had receiy'd con- 
cerning JIxs us, whom they look'd upon as 
the M 

be the better ſeen and heard, they prevail'd 
on him to go with them to the Top'of the 
Temple, imaging that he would there make 
2 publick Recantation of the Doctrines he 
had advanc'd. He went with them accord-

Notwithſtanding 
his Fall, he was not abſolutely kill'd, but re- 
cover'd Strength ſo far, as to get upon his 
Knees, and pray for his malicious Enemies. 
Whilſt he was thus at his Devotions, they 
loaded him with a Shower of Stones, till one 

ofthemwith a Fuller's Club, beat out his Brains. 
At the Time of his Death he was about 96

The Life of St. Matthias. 


A® to the Parentage or Place of this A- 
poſtle's Nativity, we have no Account 
either in the Sacred Scriptures, or in any 
other Writings whatſoever. He was choſen, 
however, into the Apoſtolical Office after 
our Lok D's Aſceniion, by Lot, in the Room 
of Judas Iſcarict who betray'd his Maſter. 
St. Matthias was doubtleſs duely quality'd 
for the Dignity conferr'd on him, fince he had 
been a conſtant Attendant on our Saviour all 
the Time of his Miniſtry till his Crucifixi- 
on, of which, and of ſome of the moſt mate- 
rial Tranſactions of his Life, he had been an 
Eye-Witneſs. He continu'd at Feruſalem 
ll the Deſcent of the Holy Ghoſt upon the 
Er- anil after that preach'd the Goſpel

Chriſt in udea with great Succeſs. To- 
wards the latter End of his Lite he travell'd 


to Cappadecia, and fix'd his Place of Keſi- 


dence 
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dence near the Irruption of the River Ap/a- 
rus and the Haven Hyſſus. He was there 
treated with the utmoſt Rudeneſs and Inhu- 
manity by the ſavage Natives: and after 
having been indefatigable in the Propagation 
of the Goſpel in thoſe Parts, and run thro' 
many Difficulties and Dangers in making 
Proſelites to the Chriſtian Faith, he died a 
Martyr ; but the Manner of his Death is very 
uncertain. Some are of Opinion, that he 
was taken into Cuſtody by the eus, and by 
them firſt ſtoned, and then beheaded: Others 
again, imagine, that as Judas hung upon a 

ree, ſo his Succeſſor ſuffer d upon a Croſs. 
There are no Writings of this Apoſtle extant; 
for tho there was a Goſpel bablihed under 
his Name; yet tis rejected by the Learned 
as ſpurious and apocryphal.

Of the Deſtructicn of Jeruſalem. 


OT only the City of Feruſalem, but 

the Republick of the ers ſubſiſted 
for ſome Time after the Promulgation of 
the Goſpel, till the New Church of the Cen- 
tiles was eſtabliſhed ; fince that of the / 
raelites of Old was to be the Bafis or Foun- 
dation, and perhaps the Model of it. At 
length the Time was fully come, when, ac- 
carding to the Prophecy of CHriſt himſelf, 
Feruſabem was to be deftroy'd. The Jews 
took 'up Arms againſt the Romans, and 3 


bloody War enſued thereupon, eruſalem 


was beſieged, and the Famine was ſo ſore 
in the City, that there were ſome unnatural 
Mothers who eat the very Fleſh of their 
' own Children. In that great Siege eleven 
. hundred thouſand Lives were utterly de- 
ſtroy d. The City was taken and demoliſh'd 
by Titus, Son of the Emperor Veſpaſian, 
who burnt the Temple. Thus Gap puniſh'd 
that unfortunate City, where not only the 
Blood of ſo many | > 200 had been ſpilt, 
but above all, the precious Blood of the 
Lox» Jzsvs, its King and Saviour. The 
„ who obſtinately refuſed to acknow- 
ledge him for their Deliverer, became "op 
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ſals to the Romans, were driven out of their 
native Country, and reduced to that deplo- 
rable State and Condition in which they have 
continued for above fixteen hundred Years 
ſucceſſively. The Ceremonies of the Old 
Law were all at that Time abſolutely abo- 
liſhed ; tho till then, it was lawful even for 
all true Believers to practiſe and obſerve 
them,
